“The school 
tax of J. A. Wiggin was paid in Lee. 

There were 322 different scholars. Hxpense for each scholar, 
$4.504. 


Disrricr No. 1. 


W. L. Plumer, Prudential Committee. There were two terms 
in this district; a summer term of ten weeks taught by Miss 
Hobbs, a very good scholar, who succeeded well the greater part of 
the term, but towards the close her scholars became somewhat rest- 
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less and noisy. The second or winter term was taught by Mr. 
Shepard, from Dartmouth College. Mr. 8. was very thorough in 
his instruction, but his discipline was bad, decidedly so. I would 
suggest to the committee of this district to employ some one who 
has the reputation of being & good disciplinarian ; ufiless a teacher 
can be found who will maintain good order, it will be better to 
have no school at all. 


Distrricr No. 2. 


William H. Hodgdon, Prudential Committee.» There were two 
terms in this district; one of five, the other of twelve weeks; 
both were taught by Miss Brock. The school room was kept 
scrupulously clean and neat, the discipline was good, and the pro- 
gress of the scholars was satisfactory. The school register was 
correctly made out, no errors, and returned to me in due season. 
This district would do well to employ the same teacher another 


year. 
Disrricr No. 3. 


John S. Boody, Prudential Committee. This district is small, 
but a few scholars. There were two terms; one of eight, the 
other of eleven weeks; both were taught by Miss Leach. This 

was her first experience in teaching ; her discipline was excellent, 
her instruction thorough and practical. The school register was 
correct and returned. The district would do well to secure her 
services another year. 


Disrricr No. 4. 


Wm. H. Dow, Prudential Committee. Two terms of eight 
weeks each, kept by Mrs. Davis. The school room was quiet, the 
pupils interested in their respective studies, their proficiency satis- 
factory. Build a new school house and employ Mrs. D. again. 


Disrricr No. 5. 


W. D. Burnham, Prudential Committee. This school was 
taught by Miss Dudley, an earnest, energetic, wide-awake teacher. 
‘The first term, of seven weeks, the scholars were interested in 
their studies, and their improvement very marked. During the 
second term of twelve weeks, the attendance of the scholars was 
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very irregular and consequently the progress of the school as a 
whole was not good. The whole number of scholars was fifty- 
four, the average attendance but a fraction over thirty-five. It is 
impossible for a school to make much progress when the atten- 
dance of scholars is so irregular. School register correctly kept 
and returned. 


Disrricr No. 6. 


Harrison H.. Thyng, Prudential Committee. The first term 
was taught by Miss Veasey with her usual good success; on ac- 
count of a previous engagement she was unable to keep the sec- 
ond term. This district was fortunate in securing the services of 
Miss Churchill, an experienced instructress, under whose care and 
instruction the scholars made excellent progress. Both of these 
teachers should be employed in this town. 


Disrricr No. 7. 


Luther J. Holt, Prudential Committee. The summer term was 
kept by Miss Fullerton, who taught a good school, her scholars 
were interested and made very commendable progress. The wtn- 
ter term was taught by Mr. H.'F. Norris, who has an aptitude for 
imparting instruction that few possess. The best order prevails in 
his school room, his scholars are taught not mere memorizing 
parrot-like, but the principles, why and wherefore. His services 
as a teacher should be retained in this town. Districts Nos. 1 and 
5 would do well to employ him for the winter terms. 


Districr No. 8. 


Joseph 8. Dearborn, Prudential Committee. There were three 
terms in this district, taught by Miss Thompson. Miss T. came 
back to this district with the reputation of being a very competent 
and successful teacher, and she has fully sustained that reputation. 
Her scholars made very rapid progress in their various studies. 
The improvement made in this district is very marked; from 
being one of the most idle and disorderly a few years since, it has 
become one of the best in town. Miss T. has awakened an in- 
terest among these scholars quite unusual for them, consequently 
they have been more regular in their attendance and have made 
better progress than ever before. If Miss T. continues to teach

another year, this district should secure her services at once. The 
School Register was correct, no errors, and returned in accordance 
with the law. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


A school house should be centrally and pleasantly located in the ° 
district, with ample play grounds. ‘The room should be large, 
commodious, and well ventilated, with seats suitably graded for 
the scholars. All scratching, cutting, marking, or otherwise de- 
tacing the ceiling, sides or seats, should be peremptorily forbidden 
under penalty of the transgressor being required to replace or 
make good the part or parts so defaced. None but the highest 
and purest associations should ever be connected with the school- 
room. It should be well supplied with black-boards, out-line 
maps, a globe, and either Webster's Unabridged or Worcester’s 
Comprehensive Dictionary for the use of both teacher and 
scholars.

ATTENDANCE OF SCHOLARS. 


By an examination of the statistical table, it will be seen that 
the attendance of our scholars continues to be irregular. District 
No. 3 makes the best record, the average per cent. of pupils at- 
tending being a little over 90, while in District No. 5, it is only 
694. The attention of both teachers and scholars was, at the 
beginning of our schools, particularly directed to this great evil ; 
the attention of parents has been called to it in all our school 
reports for the last ten years, stili there is no amendment, and 
never will be until parents place a higher estimate on the education 
of their children than on the small services they can render in the 
street, the work-shop, or on the farm. ._ The law enacted by our 
legislature in 1871 entitled an act to compel children to attend 
school, is defective, since it only requires in case of violation, a 
civil action to be brought against the parent or guardian assessing 
a small sum as damages. It should, to be effective, send alJ such 
transgressors to the County House of Correction for sixty or ninety 
days, and a truant school should be established in such houses of 
correction for their especial benefit. 

Do the citizens of this town desire that the standard of their 
schools should be raised, and the best possible common school 
education given to their children? If so, I would suggest the 
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. propriety of abolishing the district system in accordance with an 
act of our legislature, passed at its session in 1870, and placing 
their schools under the control of a central committee of three or 
five, elected by the town; said committee could unite districts or 
localities and form graded schools. They could employ their 
teachers after examination, and when one is found well qualified, 
such teacher could be retained as long as the interest of the school 
would be promoted by such retention. The petty quarrels and 
bickerings now so prevalent in some of our districts and so detri- 
mental to the best interest of their schools, would be avoided and 
many other obvious advantages would be gained by such consoli- 
dation. 

Our schools doubtless compare very favorably with those of 
adjoining towns, but they are not what they might be, what they 
should be. A high school of two or three terms should be 
established for all the larger scholars, and some other schools could 
advantageously be graded. A slight increase of distance or travel 
is of little consideration, when longer and more efficient schools 
can be acquired. By an examination of the school registers, it 
will be seen that those scholars, who reside the farthest from the 
school room, have generally a less number of marks for tardiness.
